Majesty for the dismissal of Your late Councillors, and hereby express our firm 
determination to uphold Your Majesty in the choice of Your own Ministry.

WE, the undersigned, being Members of the Stradbally Orange Lodge, No. 903, 
feel it our duty, under present circumstances, to approach Your Majesty’s^ Throne 
with renewed assurances of our unalterable attachment to Your Majesty’s sacred 
Person, and our fixed determination to assist, if necessary, with our blood, in 
upholding those Prerogatives which the British Constitution has conferred upon 
the Sovereign. 

In times when domestic treason had united with foreign enmity in assailing 
the Throne of these Realms, the Orangemen of Ireland were found true to their 
allegiance, and faithful to their King. May it please Your Majesty to accept our 
humble and respectful assurance, that if the time of danger shall again arrive, we 
will again be found at our posts, and that the affectionate loyalty which was then 
manifested towards Your Majesty’s Royal Father, of blessed memory, has been 
transferred by Your Protestant Subjects to a Son, who, we thank Heaven, has 
proved himself worthy to succeed to the Throne of such a Father. 

We thank Your Majesty for having dismissed from Your Councils the Ministers 
who were inimical to our Protestant Institutions, and who had allied themselves 
with the open and avowed enemies of our Religion, and for having placed in their 
stead Ministers whom we can alone depend on. 

We pray that the God who has disposed Your Majesty’s Heart to remember 
Your persecuted, but ever faithful Protestant Subjects in Ireland, may pour upon 
You all the blessings of His goodness, may leave You long to reign over us in 
health and strength, and give You the victory over all Your enemies.
